Personal remarks, not altogether of

2. Since last night's action of 
councll it is now impossible to 
secure a verdict from the people in 
time to submit the new charter to 
the new legislature. 

3. In the present hopeless state 
of the city’s finances 1 would not be 
justified in putting the city to the 
expense of a possible election when 
no immediate object can be ob- 
tained, 

There are now upon the agenda 
list 140 matters to be dealt with. I 
would point out to this council that 
the obstructive tactics on the part 
of some of the members of this 
council are holding up public busi- 
ness and matters of public inter- 
est of the greatest importance, 
and that a continuance of such 
methods can only bring down upon 
them the most severe condemna- 
tion of the citizens.

CANADIAN PACIFIC DOES 
MUCH CONSTRUCTION IN 
SPITE MONEY DEPRESSION 


Winnipeg, Sept. 24—A statement has 
just been issued showing the amount 
of work carried out by the Canadian 
Pacific railway during the present year 
throughout the dominion, The state- 
ment shows that despite the financial 
depression, the company has gone 
ahead freely with its program of con- 
struction both east and west, 

The following work has been done 
on extensions In western Canada: 

A 30-mile extension from Expanse 
to a junction with the Weyburn-Sterl- 
ing branch, which will be completed 
this fall, - 


The line between Swift Current and 
Iimpress, a distance of 112 miles,

The main Itne cut-off from Swift 
Current to Bassano, of which 160 miles 
are completed. 

The 78 miles of the branch from La- 
comhe to Kerrobert, a new extension, 

The operation of the Alberta-Cen- 
tral railway to Lochern, a distance of 
65 miles from Red Deer. 

The great tunnel at Rogers Pass, of 
which one mile of the pioneer tunnel 
has been completed. 

The C.P.R. depot and terminal of- 
fices at Vancouver, 

The Kootenay Central, which is now 
open for tratfic, from Golden, 60 miles 
south. Work on this road is pushed 
vigerously on the line to join up Gold- 
en and Colvalli.

GROTESQUELY GLAD 
CEAMIAN CRAVE FOR

Survivors of North Sea Fight 
Bemoan Fact They Had No 
Chance to Reply, 


YOUNGSTERS TELLS OF 
EXCITING EXPERIENCE 


Casualty In E Bilests Rooms 
and Stokeholds Thought 
to Be Heavy, 


Harwich, Eng., Sept. 24,.—The Great 
Eastern hotel in Harwich which was 
converted early in the war into an 
army hospital, is today filled with men 
from the British navy. Its cots are 
crowded with survivors of the three 
British cruisers sunk yesterday in the 
North sea by German submarines. 


Across the bay from the hotel is the 
regular Shotley Naval hospital, where 
the wounded from these cruisers are 
being taken. The hotel is being used 
for those who aro suffering from shock 
an dexposure. Many of these men 
!could be seen this morning clad in all 
sorts of nondescript garments from 
hospital uniforms to mismated pa- 
jatnas. 

The admiralty has informed as many 
relatives as possible of the names of 
the survivors at Harwich and the rela- 
tives arrived early. Among them was 
the father of the brave midshipman 
| who was hurled from each ship In turn 
as it was struck by German torpedos, 

This boy, scarcely In his teens greet- 
ied his father with a pathetic smile. 
The father, a veteran bd wh naval 
officer, broke down completely. 

According to stories told by sur- 
vivors, the loss of life was heaviest on 
the Aboukir. This vessel was not ex-

Busy Attending Survivors. 

The regular staff of the converted 
hospital, assisted by volunteer nurses, 
worked steadily all last night and are 
still busy attending -the survivors. 
‘Those allowed to get up from their cots 
and walk about the big hotel corridors 
make some humorous comments on 
each others attire, 

Much of the reticience is due to the 
strict orders of the admiralty that the 
officers and men of the three lost 
cruisers are not to talk for publication 


until a formal report has been made 
by the admiralty, 
Here and there jn the hotel some 


surviyor stops in his restless way to 
bemoan the fact that little Chance was 
given them to revenge themselves on 
the German submarines.
